When the Adelantado Hernando De Soto 
first beheld the broad Ocmulgee, its waters 
were clear as the crystal springs from which 
they derived their source, high up among the 
granite ledges of the broken spurs of the Blue 
Ridge mountains.

For twice ten centuries—perhaps more—they 
have stood in solemn majesty overlooking the 
hills to the northwest, the ridges to the east, 
the swamplands of the south, and the undu- 
lating valleys to the westward. 

ting Cofaqui and his generations 
of ancestors ascended their rugged slopes to 
build the beacon fire at night, ortooffer up 
the morning orisons tothe sun god; and in 
superstitious awe the gold-thirsty Spaniard 
pried into their seamed sides in search of sep- 
ulchral treasures. But no man knoweth unto 
this day aught of their origin or purpose, 

And I feel a pleasurable thrill in realizing 
that hereis one mystery of the past that nei- 
ther the philosopher nor the antiquary have 
been able to solve, and herelI can give my 
fancy free reign with nevera fearof contra- 
diction, 

Today I sat on the slope of the tallest one, 
beneath the shade of a huge oak, and 
breathed the summer air laden with 
the distilled essence of a thousand blossoms, 
I allowed my idie vision to roam about the 
Oclmulgee fields that were cleared by a race 
whose bones had crumbled into indistinguish- 
able dust ere the warriors of DeSoto pressed 
the sod with their iron bound heels. 

Rank and file the lusty Indian even stands 
in grand review on this historic parade ground, 
and the velvety leaves of the cotton plant, 
with the starry blossoms, wave to and fro as 
if an andience of fair ladies were reviewing 
the bold warriors. Lusty melons trail about 
the summits of the mounds, and the cry of 
the husbandmen—the soft alarum of 
peace and plenty—conveys the sweet old idea 
of happy home surroundings to my weary soul. 

I try to imagine @ wondrous scene that oc- 
curred by the river side three hundred and 
fifty years ago, when the guide Pedro, the 
favorite Indian servant of the princely DeSoto, 
was led-to the water’s edge and baptized a 
Christian “In the Name of the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost, Amen!” 

Under the archy bonghs of those wide- 
spreading trees, yonder close beside the water 
ponds where the fair water lilies lift their fra- 
grant lips alldamp with dew to reeeive the 
ardent kisses of the morning sun, the cavaliers 
of Castile and Leon sat with the swarthy men 
of the Ocmulgee and feasted on the spoils of 
forest and stream while the wild birds made 
merry music, and the wild flowers bloomed in 
the meadows, where the tender grass was 
springing into life, and the wind from the 
south sighed and murmured among the bud- 
ding willows by the waterside. 

"Twas thus the light of history pierced 
through the clonds of legend and tradition, 
beamed for an instant and then faded behind 
the inscratable bars of oblivion, and the 
thread of the story was broken in twain, not 
to be taken up again until centuries had 
passed away. 

DeSoto marched away, accompanied by the 
flower of the Oemulgee tribe, through the 
wilderness to the eastward, carrying war 
among the peaceful inhabitants of the maiden 
queen that dwelt in the valley of the Sa- 
vannah, 

The Indian prince grew old, died and was 
laid to rest by the side of his fathers, and 
would have mingled his fopgotten dust with 
them but for this passage of the explorers with 
their war steeds and “tire in their hands,” ag 
the superstitious people expressed it, through 
the broad domain of this cunning chieftain. 

No doubt, in the shadow of these great 
mounds the old men of the tribe sat at even- 

¢ and recounted the wonderful traditions of 
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spurs of the elevated country, ma 
springs of clear, sweet water bubbled up, an 
forming little rills, trickled on th h the 
rank sedge and the bending rushes, to join the 
Ocmulgee—‘Boiling Water’’—as it went 
sweeping away from the hills, and curving 
gracefully through the levels, on its stately 
course toward the ocean. 

A hundred summers came amd went, a 
hundred winters wrapped. in their cold ¢m- 
brace the land of the Ocmulgees. A hundred 
seasons the savage children plucked the bud- 
d water lilies and watched where the 
wild birds built their nests among the 
branches of the scented hawthorn. A 
hundred times the scarlet berries ripened in the 
thickets, and a hundred times the bright-eyed 
maidens gathered the juicy nuts that fell in 
bounteows showers from the stalwart trees, 
mocking the brown squirrels that coughed and 
chattered among tke autumn tinted leaves. 

But it is the irrevocable law of nature that 
all things must eventually change, disappear 
and give place to other things, suited to the 
changing conditions that time hath wrought 
among the mysteries of the universe. 

It is graven in letters indelibleon the face of 
every offspring of creation that “Even these 
shall pass away!’’ 

It is the inevitable doom of fate, and even 
though leng centuries come and go and comé 
again, destiny will some day close the book 
and write “‘Finis’’ on the concluding page of 
the history of every poor. 

And thus it came to pass in the autumn of 
1620 a dark cloud arose in the west and the 
muttered thunders of a war of extermination 
burst upon the startled ears of the descendant 
of that king who knew DeSoto, the mighty in- 
vader. 

He was a peaceful prince, and had not known 
aught of war, for in his grandfather’s 
time Queen Capachiqui’s fair country had been 
laid waste by the cruel Spaniard, her devoted 
warriors slain and herself carried a mourning 
captive in the conqueror’s train, until she laid 
down and died bya mountain stream where 
the wild cedars waved over the dashing Oosta- 
naula river.

ARSENIC PILLS FOR THE COMPLEXION 


Without a Grain of Arsenic in Them—The 
Trade in Chinese Girls—Other Gossip 43 
of the Great City. 


New York, July 8.—[Special Correspon 
dence.]—The greatest alarm spread over the 


inhabitants of a great flat house up town. Little 


Johnny Jumpup had found a box of his moth- 
er’s arsenical lozenges that she took carefully 
three a day for her complexion, and he had 
eaten all at one sitting. Servants flew for doo- 
tors, and doctors flew for the flat. Every 
known remedy for arsenic poisoning was ad- 
ministered. -One physician rattled off in hls 
coupe to the maker of the beautifying pills. In 
hasty accounts he related the case, and begged 
to know what proportion of arsenic infested a 
box of his wafers. 

*‘Be under no alarm,” said the doctor, “‘take 
the stomach pump out of little Johnny. There 
isn’t a particle of arsenic ina barrel of ‘em. 
They contain something that promotes diges- 
tion and stirs the torpid liver. Johnny’s liver 
may be abnormally active fora few days, and 
he can eat a paper of tacks with as much con- 
fidence as if he were an ostrich, but no further 
effects will be felt from my matchless wafers.”’ 

“There is no arsénic in arsenical lozenges 
then?” | 

‘‘Not a grain; but women do hanker to take 
something with arseni¢ init. The name is a

Flats relieved our fond mother’s heart, but 
ever so many ladies are disgusted that they 
have been taking rhubarb and looking daily in 


their anxious faces for the work of the arsenic.» 


Notwithstanding the absence of our, very 
fashionable girls at this season, we have two 
‘new belles in town. They are young and cur- 
ious. 

Aiong the children who have been brought 
to the attention of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty are two Chinese girls. It was 
claimed that they had been kidnapped in San 
Francisco two years ago, and were held here 
for the purpose of selling them as wives 
to resident celestials. The charge was not 
»yroven, and for the present at least the case 
1as been abandoned. The girls are a novelty 
here. As in other places, the Chinese do not 
permit their wives or daughters to be seen on 
the street. £here are several Chinese women 
in this city, and when it happened that they 
have been brought into court, or into the pres- 
ence of people with a missionary spirit, they 
have said that they had not been out of the 
house before for months, sometimes for more 
than a year, and in one well authenticated case 
it was a little over two years since a female 
resident of Mott street had set her foot outside 
her tenement. It was not quite so bad in the 
cases of the girls, but for weeks at atime it 
has been the habit of their guardians to keep 
them shut up at home. The “home” is near 
the head of Mott street in a four story 
building deyoted partly to trade and manu- 
facture. Cfgars are made on the ffrst floor 
and there is a store there also. Up stairs is 
another commercial establishment, and in the 
top stories are tenements. The reoms are of 
course small and ill fitted for habitation. In 
that resjiect the heathen girls are as well off as 
thousands of their Christian fellow beings of 
the east side. One of them is dressed in 
the American fashion, and but for the odd wad- 
dle that passes for her gait would not be taken 
for a Chinese at a distance. The other wears 
a native costume. It consists first in a blouse 
that hangs from the neck to the knees, not 
belted or caught in any way at the waist. 
Loose trousers are over the legs and bound at 
the bottom closely around the ankles. The 
shoes are thick soled, wooden affairs familiar 
as the foot coverings of common laundry- 
men, but they are excessively small 
and bear witness ‘to the ee of 
the feet customary with the Chinese. Both 
blouse and trousers are of pale blue color, un- 
adorned with figures. It is the ordinary cos- 
tume of the Chinese of the poorer glass. The 
dressed like an 
American was brushed straight back from the 
blow and wound in a great knot at the back of 
the head. The other dressed her hair in the 
native style. Overeach ear was a flat, thin 
circular disk of hair that looked as if it might 
have been made of artificial hair and stuck to 
the head. “All Chinese women learn early how 
A gummy pomade is essential to 
the task, but it takes considerable skill to 
weave and wind this hair into its thin and cir- 
cular ition. So little hair is used in these 
disks that enough is left for a large coil which 
is fastened at the top and back of the head. 
Neither of these ars one ten and the other 
twelve years old, Could speak a word of Eng- 
lish. - |

fastidious character will sit in a crowded au- 
ditorium and laugh at Aeon and double 
meanings on the stage that would be shocking 
in their drawingrooms.

Sterne’s choicest 
morsel was the story of Uncle Toby, who swore 
that the poor soldier who had fainted at his 
gate should not die. The loves of Jonathan 
and David, and Damon and Pythias are still 
the brightest jewels in the crown of 
man’s humanity. The best motto for 
any banner is ‘peace on earth and good will to 
man.” The devil don’t like that banner and 
don’t fight under it. I believe in the existence 
ofa personal devil or satan or an evil spirit who 
has myriads of subjects and wants as man 
more as he can get. I believe that good will 
triumph over evil and that the victory is near 
athand.

_ wntil it is time to resume the tete-a-tete. This 
is all there is of it—and what could possibly 
appear anpre innocent? 
THE HARM IN THE PEOPLE. 

But appearances are sometimes deceitful, and 
the danza depends altogether upon who dances 
it. Certainly “the racquet” in a northern ball 
room (it wouldn’t be possible here) looks fully 
as demoralizing; but probably the vast differ- 
ence lies in the fact that the participants in the 
danza are as unlike the dudes and debutantes 
of other climes as the lotus-tlower differs from 
the hollyhock, or the warmth of the tropic sun 

-from the pale glimmer of an aurora borealis. 
These creatures of impulse are no more to be 
judged by the same vale which apply to the 
hlegmatic Anglo-Saxons than John Smith or 
_ Jones would enlist our sympathies if 
they should behave exactly as did Romeo and 
Juliet. Therefore it is that in the best 
society of the Mexican capital girls are 
set permitted to indulge in the danza except 
with their brothers or nearest of kin;

These 
ileless senoritas, with their convent breed- 
vw, their ignorance of books, and all the re- 
gtrictions that necessarily environ females so 
near the equator, are not ‘‘up”’ in the ways of 
the world. Not one of them could tell you a 
word about theosophy or protoplasm or bathy- 
bins, never having heard of such things in all 
their lives. They are nature’s favorite children, 
overned by tropical instincts rather than by 
fre trammels of education, and as coquetish 
as unsophisticated. While their minds lie fal- 
low as a fertile field their hearts have been 
ripening like a prize strawberry ina hothouse, 
or like one of their giant aloes which gives its 
life to the blossoming.

Of course 
this is a perfect bonanza to those lovers who 
happen to be assigned according to their 
wishes, but how harrowing to those jealous 
Mexicanoes when mismating takes place! 
Since it is never safe to trust too 
much to chance in this weary world,the young 
ladies, dided and abetted by their own true 
knights, have contrived many cunning plans. 
The hostess of the baile de confanza is taken 
into confidence and instructed with infinite 
palns. She prepares favors, as for a german, 
with corresponding rosettes, flowers or knots of 
ribbon, and while cleverly pretending that the 
distribution made by herself is all ‘‘luck and 
chance’’ she dextrously manages to give the 
same color or device to those who wish to be 
compadres, or companions. 

CHARM OF MEXICAN LIFE. 

There is a wonderful charm about the social 
and domestic life of these gentle Mexicans 
which mere tourists rarely see. It is not 
found at a pnblic danza, tee Phas one experi- 
ence of that kind is sufticient for a life-time,

A Brave Man’s Widow. 
From the Early County, Ga., News. 

About a mile from Blakely, on the Cuthbert 
road, inan humble cabin, there lives in poy- 
erty the widow of as true a hero as ever breath- 
ed the smoke of battle or laid down his life for 
the glorious lost cause. In 1861, this woman, 
now careworn and old, was the happy young 
wife of a strong and brave man—the mother of 
three healthly pretty little children. The father 
owned no slaves, but honestly toiled for their 
daily bread. With the strength of his strong 
arms he brought plenty to the happy home—to 
the little realm where reigned the queen of 
his heart over the prattling subjects of their 
mutual wedded love. Here ends the sun- 
shine of this woman’s life. Henceforth 
what’ of happiness falls to her lot is 
but the memory of daysagone. When tlie 
dreadful war cloud shadowed our dear sunny 
south in 1861, and the bravest and best men 
felt it their duty to fight for their liberties, 
this broad shouldered, stout hearted man was 
among the first to volunteer in defense of his 
country. He went mto the confedrate states 
service under Captain Crawford in company 
G, Thirteenth regiment Georgia yolunteers, 
and was first stationed at Savannah, Georgia. 
On the 16th. day of April, 1862, at about five 
o’clock, p. m., while engaged in a skirmish 
on Whitmarsh island, he was shot through the 
body with a minnie ball just below the lungs, 
and fell down bleeding and dying. His com- 
rades rushed to him in the hopeof bearing 
him away, but the enemy was nearand pressed 
them sorely. Seeing them coming on, with 
that unselfish consideration for others whieh 
always characterizes the true hero, 
with his dying breath he said 
“boys, leave me, I will die anyhow, save your- 
selyes.’’ Reluctantly they left him there to 
die. The next day when the smoke of batile 
had cleared away the tall, manly form of Tom 
Allen lay cold and stiff in death, in a little 
house near by where the enemy in mercy had 
laid him out. Thus died the second or third 
man (Newton Brown being the first) who fel] 
on Georgia soil during the civil war. Thus 
went out the light and hope of one happy 
home, and consignéd toa life of poverty one 
mother and three little orphans. And _ still 
we build mohuments to the great and send 
mission money to China, while in our own 
cemetery Tom Allen’s grave is unkept, and in 
our midst his widow isin need and his chil- 
dren are allowed to grow up in ignorance. 
Tom Allen’s spirit still lives, and if there is a 
heaven for the brave and true who have 
yielded all of life they had for the good of 
others, then his spirit is there. Some of us 
may hope some day to go where such men live 
after death. Are we doing by his loved ones 
as we shall wish we had when we come todie ?

Samuel M. Inman receipted 
for the warrant, signing his name as treasurer 
of the Technological School commission. The 
money will be used in the payment of con- 
giruction actounts oceasioned by the new 
building now going up. Under the decision of 
the attorney-general, the money appropriated 
by t:e legislature is immediateley available, 
and the commission hasfrom time to time 
drawn warrants as the money was needed. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT received 
yesterday the returns of the Bell Telephone 
company for the second quarter of 1887. The 
boxes returned were 1,973 in number, an in- 

crease of 34 over the number of the preceding 
quarter. Thestate tax on telephone boxes is 
one dollar per box per year, payable quarterly, 
The amount of tax forthe second quarter is 
$493.25. The company is paying the tax pro- 
tested against the levy, on the ground that “it 
was extremely onerous, and nearlv double the 
tax heretofore paid by the company under the 
previous law, which provided for a tax of one

per cent upon gross receipts of the telephone 
company.

Tue SANDERSVILLE AND TENNILLE railroad 
has made its returns to the comptroller-general. 
The road is only 34 miles in length, and was 
returned at $15,500, including equipment, and 
every kind of taxable property.. Hon. C. R.

Is85 and 1887. If the rate of increase 
continues to stand, it-is likely that in a year or 
two Brooks county will make up its lost record.

President broine s Plain Talk 
About the Lease. 


NECESSITY OF COMPENSATION FOR 


Betterments—Condition of the Road Now as 
Compared with Seventeen Years Ago— 
A Commission Asked for, 


The exciting episode of yesterday in the 
legislature was a very quiet one. 

During the morning session there dropped, 
like snow flakes, on the desks of the members 
a cloud of pamphlets. These pamphlets con- 
tained a letter from Hon. Joseph E. Brown, 
president of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
company, asking Governor Gordon to appoint 
a commission to adjust the final settlement 
between the state and the lessees of the State 
road, and notifying him that if he did not the 
lessees would at once take steps to reduce their 
stock to what it was when they received the 
road from the state. 

The letter was closely read by all the mem- 
bers and was very freely discussed. It is an 
exhaustive presentation of the matter, as 
viewed from the standpoint of the lessees. 

The letter begins with a recital of the im- 
mense changes which have taken place and 
the improvements which have been made in 
railroading during the seventeen years of the 
lease, setting forth the provision of the lease 
which obligates the lessees to return the road 
at the expiration of the lease in as good condi- 
tion asit was when they réceived it. The 
comparison between the condition of the road 
then and its condition today, is a striking one. 
The company received fromthe state 671 
freight cars, all of them old ten-ton cars, and 
most of them being badly worn. It now has 
1,400 freight cars, al the new ones 
being twenty-ton cars, with the 
best improvements. The same _ sort of 
comparison is made in the matter of engines. 
Bessemer steel rails have been laid over the 
whole road. Twenty miles of side-tracking 
have been built. Iron bridges have taken the 
place of wooden ones, The | gauge of the road 
was changed from five feet to the standard 
four feet eight and a half inches gauge. 

All these improvements are recited. The 
writer goes on to state that they have cost the 
lessees a very large sum of money. 

The aet of th® legislature under which the 
lease was made did not make any provision for 
bettermenis, but the company claims that 
equity and justice demand that it should re- 
ceive 

SOME REASONABLE COMPENSATION 
for these improvements. For this reason it is 
suggested that it would be better that there be 
an understanding between the company and 
the state upon this matter. 

The company thinks thatif some amicable 
agreement is reached it will be able to keep 
the road in its present splendid condition, but 
if not, there is noalternative but to diminish its 
e x penditure for keeping the road and its rolling 
stuck in its present condition. The result 
would be the cutting down of expenses for im- 
provement to as low a point as possible with- 
outendangering the passage of our tra ins over 
tne line of road. ‘‘In other words,”’ says the 
writer, ‘‘we would then in good faith comply 
with our contract with the state and try to re- 
turn the road to the state as nearly inthe same 
condition we received it, as we could practica- 
bly do without injury and danger to our 
trains, or the safe transaction of our business.”’ 

The company claims that it would have the 
right to replace the steel rails by worn iron 
ones, to tear up 21 miles of side track and to 
do everything else necessary to put the prop- 
erty back into exactly the same condition that 
it was before. Even then the state would re- 
ceive the benefit of over $100,000 which the 
company has spent in ballasting the road. 

It is argued that it is the plain duty of the 
represe ntatir es of tho people to see that some 
reasonable compensatio& is provided for, as the 
state ‘‘would lose more in the terms offered for 
another twenty years lease by taking the road 
back in the condition the lessees received it 
than it would by paying reasonably for better- 
ments and taking it bac k as it now is. 

The attention of the governor is called to the 
decision of the courts, which he s that the 
company was to pay taxes upon the property 
in addition to the rental. This, President 
brown claims, was 

NOT DREAMED BY THE COMPANY 

when the lease was made. ‘The lease act pro- 
vided that the road should be subjected to the 
same “public burdens” as those to which the 
Central and the Georgia roads were subjected. 
By this, it is claimed, Was meant that the com- 
pany was to be subjected to the same tax as 
was then paid under their charters by the 
Georgia and Central roads, namely one-half of 
one per cent upon its net income. But the 
supreme court expressly held that this was the 
only tax to which the company was liable. 

Upon that portion of the road lying in Ten- 
nessee, heavy taxes are imposed. ‘hese 
laxes, it is claimed, should be‘bourne by the 
state of Georgia, but Georgia has refused te 
pay them and the company ‘has done 80 “‘rath- 
er than see the state’s pri operty sacrificed un- 
der the sheriff's hammer in ‘l'ennessee. 
The company has kept an account of this tax 
| and will, on fiyal setilement with the state, 
expect the state to pay this tax whiich, it is 
claimed, is honestly due the company.

country, It was a noted place then, and the 
red men of the forest knew of the medicinal 
properties of the water. Long before the 
war, for years, Warm Springs was the annual 
suinmer rendezvous of many of the wealthiest 
gentlemen in the south. They came by stage 
orin their own equipages, and some of the 
finest horses in the country were kept here 
through the season. The drives around the 
mountains are excellent, and the view from 
the top of Pine mountain is surpassingly beau- 
tiful. Colonel Charles Lamar, of Sevannah, 
Who was killed in the last battle of the late 
war at Columbus, kept as many as eight blood- 
ed horses here. The old fashioned regulation 
Stage coach was used in those days, and regu- 
lar lines were run from Columbus, Geneva, 
LaGrange and Griffin. Up to 1865 the place 
retained its popularity, but gradually dropped 
off until 1869, when it was neglected toa con- 
siderable extent. From 188l up to now, Mr. 
Davis has been striving to get a railroad here, 
and now that the line is finished, there can be 
no sort of question about its future. 
NEW IMPROVEMENTS. 

With such facilities for getting here, Mr. 
Davis feels warranted in making large expen- 
ditures in new improvements, and by next 
season a@ magnilicent hotel, with all modern 
conveniences, costing $100,000, will be built. 
Besides this, $50,000 will be spent on the 
grounds and baths, making it, by the assistance 
of art, one of the most beautiful places in 
America. Already it is one of the handsomest 
natural parks I ever saw, and needs only a lit- 
tle touching up to make it enchanting. These 
are not ‘‘paper’’ improvements, for the work 
of organizing a stock company has already 
commenced, and the work will be begun in 
the fall. The accommodations here now, 
while ample and comfortable, are somewhat 
primitive. The old residence of Colonel Mus- 
tin is used as the main hotel, to which - has 
been added anumber of wings, dinin-groom, 
office, ete., while the park, which is. filled 
with giant oaks and hickories, has about seven- 
teen cottages scattered over it. 

THE WATER. 

Just what there is about the water here to 
make it so altogether overwhelming in its de- 
lights, I cannot tell you in this correspondence, 
nor can any one else describe it. It is not hot, 
as many believe, but beautifully warm and 
clear, the temperature being just 90° winter 
and summer. The spring bursts forth from 
the side of a large rocky hill, and flows 1,400 
gallons a2 minute. or over 2,000,000 vallons 
daily. This spring is indeed

As for the baths, I have already said that 
they are not equalled in America, and that is 
my belief.

ORMONS 
Who Are Creating a Sensation 
e Near Augusta, 


AND SEDUCING THE THOUGHTLESS. 


The Threats They Use in Order to Secure . 


Hearers--A Gay Young Man from 
the West—Social Matters. 


Avousta, July 9.—[Special.]—The people 
of that section of Richmond county bordering 
on the Wrightsboro road between the eight 
and ten-mile posts, and extending tothe north 
across the line of the Augusta and Chatta- 
nooga railroad about three miles, are in a fever 
of excitement. The cause of the excitement 
is three Mormon missionaries who are ¢n- 
trenched in such a way that it is difficult to 
rid the county of them. 

Your correspondent visited that section a 
few days ago and found the reports to be abso- 
lutely true. I was. informed that about 4 
month ago three well-dressed men, giving 
their-names as Rey. David Benton, Elder 5. 
G. Spencer and Elder Joseph Murphey, went 
into that section and commenced preaching 
Mormonism in Goodwin’s chapel. 

They were good talkers, seemed to have an 
abundance of money and in a remarkably 
short time worked themselves into the goo¢ 
graces of some of the most ignorant of the 
people. 

Having gotten many stpporters they began 
working with a vim, promising all who would 
profess Mormonism to send them to Utah free 
of cost, and provide for them there. They 
stated that they were sent out as missionaries 
by the people of Utah to convert people to 
their religion, and to send all who confessed 
such to Utah. They are working principal! 
to send out young men and young women, and, 
as has been stated above, have converted to 
their religion quite a large number, who they 
intend sending out at once. 

These missionaries had gotten the ignorant 
class of this section in such a frame of excite- 
ment that the people of education decided 
something must a ool to rid the section of 
such people. Consequently a few days ago 
they called a meeting, which was attended by 
some twenty-five, and it was decided to draw 
up a petition asking them to leave the county. 
The petition was handed them by a committee 
of five, but they pointedly and determinedly 
refused to grant it. They had all this time 
been holding nightly services in Goodwin’s 
chapel, and were distributing among the 

eople numbers. of pamphlets in the 
Mormon religion, and even went so far as 
to preach to them “‘that all who did not con- 
fess the Mormon religion and go to Utah 
before 1893 would be destroyed by fire,’ also 
telling them‘‘that they were living in adultery, 
that no marriage was in correspondence with 
the laws of God other than those who were 
married by the Mormon service and by a Mor- 
mon,and that no wonan would obtain abso- 
lute perfection in the future state ifthey died 
@ Virgin.”’ 

This, of course, got the ignorant people ina 
frenzy of excitement, and upon this alone 
many confessed their religion. When all of 
this became known to the people who had pe- 
titioned them to leave the county, they decided 
that something had to be done at once, and 
immediately organized a body of regulators, 
consisting of about two dozen men, who went 
to one of their meetings in Goodwin’s chapel 
and ordered them to leave and to never enter 
the chapel again. This they did, but refused 
to leave the county, and have since been 
preaching in private houses, and the excite- 
ment continues. Last Sunday not less than 
twenty-eight attended their services at a pri- 
vate house, 

A portion of this body of regulators were 
dealt with quite severely by the courts some 
time ago for whipping a party of negroes, 
whom they were confident had been carrying 
ow an organized system.of robbery, which ac- 
counts for their good behavior in this instance. 
They, however, have about determined not to 
allow such proceedings to continue longer and 
will in all probability ron them from the conn- 
ty inafew days. This will doubtless bea 
difficult task, as the Mormons have quite a 
strong basking among a certain class, and 

when the attempt is made there is apt to be 
some lively fighting.

Over-Education and Practical Education. 
From Land and Water. 
| The appeal made by Professor Jowett, in 
the columns of the Times, for state aid to 
provincial colleges established to promote 
‘higher education,” naturally raises the ques- 
tion how high education for the bulk of man- 
Kind ought to go. The world has heard some- 
thing too much of the subject of late years, 
find the theme has been worn rather thread- 
bare. Every lecturer in want of a topic, every 
radical member of parliament, bound to de- 
Jiver an address to his constituents, and having 
xhausted his wrath against the house of lords 
ind the landedinterest, and his ideas on the 
rish question, finds an unfailing re- 
golrce in discoursing on education. 
Cramming and competition standards 
and ‘examinations are being multiplied 
to such an extent that they occupya 
Jarge portion of human life, which is becom- 
{ng a scene of probation, indeed, in a sense in 
which the phrase was never before used. At 
this rate of progress we .seem likely soon to 
atrive at the educational absurdity which pre- 
vails in the Chinese empire, where an official 
in his ninetieth year has recently passed his 
“‘final examination,’’ which places him on the 
innacle of Chinese wisdom and enrolls him 
* the most exalted rank of mandarins, a 
publime elevation which the lengthened period 
of study it has taken to acquire it has left him 
little time to enjoy. 
i The simple course of education of the an- 
cient Persians, to ride, to draw the bow, and 
to speak the truth, had its advantages as com- 
ared with the modern system. Of course, in 
hese days it is not possible to be satisfied with 
po limited a curriculum, though the native 
virtue of speaking the truth might with ad- 
‘vantage be cultivated much more diligently 
than it is, more especially by some of our pub- 
lic men, who, by the way, are the real teach- 
ers, for they it is whocomplete the education 
of men who in their turn teach the youth. 
But some approach might be made to the sim- 
licity of the Greek system, which,based upon 
the trucism that it is impossible to overstrain 
the mind in a healthy body, = in 
full exercise, seems to have . been 
directed chiefly to strengthening the 
frame and the mental powers without exhaust- 
ing either, cultivating a taste for study and to 
acquiring the arts of rhetoric and elocution. 
For most men at the present day this is 
enough ; an exception, of course, must be made 
of those who are intended for a learned profes- 
pion, and especially of those whose 
life is to be spent’ in _ instruct- 
ing others. Clergymen and _ school- 
masters must be well instructed or they can- 
not teach. A certain number of scholars and 
men of science are necessary, but it is not nec- 
essary that any of us should attempt the acqui- 
sition of universal knowledge. It is not possi- 
ble nor desirable, if it were possible, that all 
should become Bentleys or Porsons. Education 


does enough if it puts into the hands of youth | 


the key of knowledge and teaches how to use it. 
It does too much if it exhausts the brain, and 
burdens the memory with an immense number 
of facts which cannot be permanently retain- 
ed with sufficient accuracy to be useful, and 
which as frequently dwarf as enlarge the in- 
tellect by checking its tendency to originate. 
The creative faculties of the mind are its 
noblest part, and what encouragement tothem 
is given by the system of modern education ? 
An original opinion expressed in an essay may 
run counter to the prejudices and hurt the 
feelings of the examiner, who promptly re- 
venges himself by depriving the examinee of 
the marks to which he is fairly entitled. 
Fortunately, most of the professors have writ- 
ten books. It is, therefore, in most cases easy 
enough to win their good graces by a 
glavish imitation, ‘which is said to be the 


most delicate and seductive kind of flattery. | 
Thus both are ingeniously demoralized, and | 


Jearning certainly is not advanced. Onespark 
of genius is worth all that was ever taught in 
schopis. Who are the men who have enlight- 
ened and transformed the world? Certainly 
not the most highly educated. It might almost 
be maintained that those who have done most 
have learned least from others. ‘‘Sweetest 
Shakspeare, fancy’s child,”’ did not. acquire 
the power to warble “‘his native wood-notes 
wrild’’ at the village school, which yet prepared 
him sufficiently to enable him to display his 
genius. Newton as a boy was averse to study, 
and though he took a degree at Cambridge, it 
was not 
mathematician has equaled him in reputation 
er in the importance of his discoveries ? 

Lord Beaconsfield was never at a public 
school, nor passed through a university, and all 
the education he ever received appears to have 
been what would now be thought merely rudi- 
mentary, but it was enongh for him. His 
stores of knowledge must have been acquired 
only by reading; but this armory, in his skill- 
ful hands, provided him with weapons 
quite adequate to 83 an encounter 
with even his most formidable adversaries. 
The world is not governed, or even percepti- 
bly influenced, by professors of Admirable 
Crichtons. Itis ruled by men of action. The 
daring genius of Clive did more for England, 
and even for the advancement of the human 
race, by establishing that Pax-Britannica, un- 
@er which 140,000,000 human beings now enjoy 

rotection aud prosperity, than all the learn- 

ng of the schools. The only education worthy 
of the name is that which, by hardening and 
invigorating the frame, lays the foundation of 
health of body and mind, which forms the 
character, imparts sufficient knowledge to é6n- 
pble each individual to cultivate the special 
taste which nature has given him, and, instead 
of teaching only the art of passing examina- 
tions, endeavors to inspire all with the solid 
virtues of courage, self-reliance, honor, relig- 
ame and makes a living, thinking, acting 
f full of resource, spirit, and energy, not 
a Walking encyclopedia—in one word, a man, 
and not a “‘professor.’’

Notes and Comment. 

The London Saturday Review says of Gener- 
al Lew Wallace that his “Fair God'’ shows a good 
deal of industry, and learning, and power of descrip- 
tion, but says, at the same time, that, from an artis- 
tic point of view, itis something between a pano- 
rama and a puppet-show. “But those who find 
Prescott’s ‘Conquest of Mexico’ heavy reading may 
be glad to have a popular edition of itin novel form, 
and to them we recommend the ‘Fair God.’ The 
curious thing about this book isthat it is quite 
full of invention, and quite devoid of imagination. 

Among the notes contributed by Mr. George Birk- 
beck Hill to his edrtion of “Boswell’s Life of John- 
son’’—an edition which is well thought of by the 
best judges—there is one which explains 
for the first time the meaning of a 
curious. sailor phrase, which has _baf- 
fied all the Boswell-Johson editors, Croker includ- 
ed. When Johnson was on board of a man-of-war 
he inquired the use of some place on the ship, and 
was told it ‘‘was where the loplolly man kept 
his loplolly.”’ He was offended at the 
answer, which he stigmatized as 
‘““eross, disrespectful and ignorant.’’ AS 
the learned doctor was a philologer (and a pretty 
good one, for the period), and was not versed in the 
language that was spoken and understood by the 
lower orders of the English people—which hap- 
pened, in this instance, to belong to the patois of 
the fo’c’s’le he failed to comprehend the meaning of 
poor Jack. It was known, however, toanother doc- 
tor, one Tobias Smollett, in whose racy “novel of 
“Roderick Random”’ the same enigmatic phrase oc. 
curs, and where it simply means what Jack meant— 
the place where the doctor kept his medicine. 

There will soon be published what was to have 
been called a jubilee, but is now to be calleda 
Victoria, edition of the ‘‘Pickwick Papers.”’ It will 
be in octavo, &@s was the original edition, but it will 
be issued in two volumes, on hand-made paper, and 
so forth, in order to hit the taste of book fanciers 
and give the publishers a reasonable excuse for 
charging a good round price for it. The illustra- 
tions have been produced in fac-simile from the 
original drawings, and they will include 
several unpublished drawings by R. W. 
Buss, Hablot K. Browne (Phiz) and John Leech. 
It isintended to print from the latest edition re- 
vised by the author, and to add all former an- 
nouncements, prefaces and notices, so as to make 
the text as complete as possible. The edition will be 
limited to 2,000 copies, of which half will probably 
be reserved for the American market. They will be 
snapped up, no doubt, by the admirers of Dickens, 
who will not stop io think that a book of which 2,000 
copies have been printed can never be rare, though 
it may be costly. 


A new teller of stories, of the obvious and effect- 
ive sort, has just appeared in the person of Mr. 
Forbes Heermans, who under the unlucky title of 
‘Thirteen’ (which we hope will be a fortunate 
number to him) has publisheda baker’s dozen of 
stories and studies of the far west. There is no art 
in his writing—no such art as we find in the Cali- 
fornia writing of Mr. Bret Harte—but if one doesn’t 
miss that, when it is lacking, and is willing to put 
up with simple, straight forward language, for the 
sake of what is behindit—which, in this instance, 
consist of sundry pathetic and 
humorous episodes of mining and mountain life 
and adventure—he will be entertained, as we 
have been, by this volume of Mr. Heermans, which 
is thoroughly readable, and which appears to have 
been drawn from the recollection rather than the 
invention ofthe wriier. Whether snch a book will 
have many readers in this period. of pretty art and 
delicate analysis remains to be seen. We hope it 
may, for when we cannot have the pure and per- 
fect style of Hawthorne, the next best thing to it is 
ahomely manner like that of Defoe.

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STORIES ABOUT HORSES 


The Sagacity of a Noble Animal and It’s 
Value to His Master. 
From the Youth’s Companion. 

In the autumn of 1882 the writer, in company 
with an officer of the army, was riding along a 
trail which led through one of the detached 
mountain ranges that border the White moun- 
tains, or San Carlos Indian reservation. 

Having reached an open part of the trail, the 
horses were walking along at a brisk pace when, 
upon turning an abrupt angle, which opened 
upon ak extended and magnificent scenes, both 
horses jshied, stopped short, and with heads 
high in air and nostrils distended, evinced un- 
mistakable signs of fear. 

The officer, who was an experienced frontiers- 
man, apprehending the -cause, quickly ex- 
claimed: *‘Be on your guard, there are Indians 
hereabouts ; the horses smell them.” 

Realizing that it would be as safe, perhaps, 
for us to remain where we were «as it would be 
to turn back, we began reconnoitering, our 
horses, meantime, manifesting great uneasi- 
ness. 

Catching the drift of the wind and looking 
carefully and anxiously in that direction, we 
soon discovered the cause of the alarm—an 
Apache buck and two squaws seated upona 
broken crag several hundred yards above us, 
each as silent and motionless as the rock upon 
which they were reclining. 

The Indians seemed to be friendly, and in 
response to a signal from the officer clambered 
down the mountain to where we stood, when 
it was foundthat they were a nut-gathering 
party. 

They informed us by means of signs and a 
few broken expressions which the officer un- 
derstood that they had discovered us at a point 
several miles distant, and had selécted a conve- 
nient position from which they could watch 
our movements unobserved. But for the sagac- 
ity of our horses they doubtless would have re- 
mained unseen by us. Our horses, the officer 
informed me, were veteran Indian fighters, 
having participated in several campaigns 
against the Apaches, and could “‘scent”’ an In- 
dian at a great distance when the usually keen 
sense of hearing failed to detect the presence 
of an enemy. 

A party of miners not far from the city of 
Tucson have a team of horses named Dick and 
Jim. Dick is the older, and probably on that 
account presumes to direct the course of his 
younger companion. 

During the night the horses graze in the vi- 
cinity of the cabin occupied by the miners, and 
as day begins to break they approach quite 
close to the house, where they .dinger until the 
men make their appearance. 

Should the services of the horses be required, 
the men are particular to go forth with a mose- 
bag,at the sight of which the animals suffer 
themselves to be caught; but if instead of a 
nosebag a bridle or rope should be taken, old 
Dick is sure to kick up his heels and run away, 

Not content to go alone, he will drive Jim 
away also, biting him if he does not move 
promptly, an thus, for a considerable time, will 
mischieviously avoid hisowners. After a while, 
as if satisfied with their frolic, the horses will 
return to the cabin of their own accord, allow 
themselves to be saddled or hitched to the 
wagon, and throughout the day will work 
faithfully. 

But the most remarkable trait of these 
horses is their habit of eating anything and 
everything which comes from the table. One 
evening, not long ago, while on a visit to the 
camp, 1 observed one of the men who cleared 
off the supper table put the unconsumed por- 
tions of the neal—consisting of bread, potatoes, 
dried bacon, gravy, and baked bea» —into the 
horses’ nosebags and afterwards auu a quantity 
of potato parings, rinds of smoked bacon, and 
other ‘“‘raw materials,’’ 

Not seeing any dogs or chickens about. I in- 
quired what he intended to do with the hotch- 
potch, and was surprised at his repiy: ‘Feed 
it to the horses.’’ 

Seeing that he was in earnest, I went with 
him and was still more surprised to see both 
horses devour the ‘‘cold victuals’’ with as much 
apparent relish and satisfaction as though the 
feast consisted of barley or oats. 

The miners informed me that the horses were 
very fond of soup, and would even eat chow- 
chow pickles, which caused them to sneezeand 
make exceeding amusing wry faces. 

Both of these horses are great favorites, par- 
ticularly the older one, whose funny tricks 
have established him in the light of aprivileged 
character, and the high respect in whith he is 
held by his owners is shown by the fact that 
they have named one of their best mines ““The 
Old Dick.”’ 

One day last autumn a miner, whose home is 
in an adjoining county, and who lives%Jone in 
a small cabin situated in the foothills several 
miles from his nearest neighbor, reached home 
about dusk from an extended prospecting tour 
almost worn out and sick. e removed the 
saddle and bridle from his horse and turned 
him loose to graze, and entering the cabin he 
threw himself down upon his cot and soon fell 
into a restless slumber, from which he awoke 
late in the night with a raging fever. 

Almost delirious, he knew not what to do, 
being alone and without medicines,” It might 
happen that some neighbor would pass in the 
morning, but there was no certainty that any 
person would call for days or possibly weeks. 

A realization of his helpless condition aggra- 
vated his disease, and the poor man grew worse. 
Morning came and he was unabie to leave his 
bed, His horse, his one faithful friend and 
companion, could be heard near by, evidently 
waiting for his coming. 

All day long the animal remained within 
hearing distance, and during the long tedious 
hours of the second night could be heard mov- 
ing about with restless tread, as though con- 
scious that some misfortune had befallen his 
master. 

Daylight appeared at last. and the sick man 
made an effort to speak. The horse, hearing 
the welcome voice, went to the door of the 
cabin, and pushing it open, thrust his head into 
the sick man’s presence, at the same time giv- 
ing a low whinny, as much as to say, ‘“Whatis 
the matter?”’ to which kindly inquiry there 
wig no response save a moan of distress. 

Yor a moment or two the horse stared 
strangely about, seemingly bewildered, then 
quickly withdrew, and in afew moments gal- 
loped pegrany away. As the sound of the horse’s 
feet died away the sick man felt as though his 
only friend and means of relief were now lost 
to him, and he shuddered at the thought that 
he might fall into that never-waking sleep be- 
fore any person could know that he was ill. 

The nearest neighbor of the sick man was a 
ranchmen, whose hoine was located on the river 
about six miles distant. Oncein a while this 
neighbor rode over to the miner’s camp fora 
short visit, but these trips were made at irregular 
intervals, and there was no certainty when 
he would be there again. 

The ranchman on the river had finished his 
breakfast and was: just coming out of his house, 
when his attention was attracted to a riderless 
horse coming dovin the mountain road at a 
tremendous gallop. - 

The horse did not slacken his speed until he 
reached the corral or enclosure near the house. 
He was flecked with foam and short of breath 
showing that he had come from a distance and 


. The ranchman, ‘knowing the horse, to 
which the animal acknow by 
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a loud whinny, at the same time running rest- 
— up and down the road by the corral. The 
ranchman approached the horse, which, how- 
ever, would not suffer itself to be captured, but 
galloped off toward its home, stopping at a 
short distance and looking back with evident 
anxiety. 

The ranchman returned to the corral, when 
the horse again galloped down the road, and 
moved uneasily about, as if determined to at- 
tract attention, whinnying and occasionally 
giving a loud snort as though frightened. 

Another attempt to capture the horse, which 
usually was a very gentle creature, succeeded 
no better than the first, the animal avoiding 
the man in a manner hitherto unknown. The 
horse ran up the road again and called to the 
man to follow—called to him by every dumb 
sign, almost as plainly as though he were pos- 
sessed of the power of speech. 

These unusual proceedings so impressed the 
ranchman that he felt that something was 
wrong. Couldit be that Galena Géorge—asthe 
miner and owner of the horse was called—had 
met with some mishap? Maybe he had been 
murdered in his lonely cabin by ‘‘rustlers,’’ or 
had accidently fallen into the shaft of his mine 
without the mehns of escape. 

The strange conduct of the horse indicated 
that something unusual had happened, and that 
was enough to prompt the ranchman to speedy 
action. Calling one of his assistants, the men 
quickly saddled two of the best horses on the 
place, and securing their revolvers to guard 
against danger, and providing some medicine 
and stimulants to use in case of emergency, 
they rode rapidly away in the direction of Ga- 
lena George’s cabin. 

George’s horse observing this movement 
manifested great pleasure and started on a gal- 
lop toward his home. The horsemen followed 
at a lively pace, but the free horse kept well to 
the front, now and then looking back, as if to 
be sure that the chase had not been abandoned. 

On they sped, and in about forty minutes 
from the time of starting the men ‘reached the 
cabin of their friend, which appeared to be de- 
serted. 

The men cdismounted,and entering the cabin 
found George upon his couch, wasted.in form 
and apparently dead, and at the door stood the 
faithful horse, which, having tried to save his 
master, was patiently waiting for some sign 
that he yet lived. The sad sight was so touch- 
ing as to force tears to the eyes of the men 
who had been guided by the noble brute to the 
rescue, 

A hasty examination disclosed the fact that 
life was not extinct, and while one of the men 
set about preparations for the relief of the sick 
man, the other mounted his horse and galloped 
away fora physician, the nearest ofjwhom lived 
some twenty miles away. 

Before sundown of that day the doctor 
reached the miner’s cabin and found the sick 
man conscious, through the skillful ministra- 
tions of his kind neighbors. Within a fortnight 
he was able to walk about. When told of the 
remarkable conduct of his horse the man wept 
like achild. He said he had always known 
that his horse was ‘unusually intelligent and 
affectionate, but he could scarcely believe the 
story of his wonderful sagacity. 

George is in good health again, and the care 
and attention which he bestows upon his horse 
are like the care of a devoted mother for a fa- 
vored son. Not long since a gentleman, havin 
learned of the incident related above, areeesed 
a desire to purchase the horse, but George in- 
formed him that no money could tempt him to 
part with the animal; that it was his intention 
to keep him as long as he lived upon the very 
best that land could produce, and when he died 
to bury him decently, and erect over his grave 
a monument with the inscription: “Toe My 
Best Friend.’’ 


Canning Fruit. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

First of the jars, which should always be of glass, 
with glass or porcelain-lined tops. Great care must 
be used to have them in perfect order. No matter 
how clean they may have been when put away, a 
little carelessness at the time of using will not only 
ruin the flavor of the preserves, but will prevent the 
fruit from keeping. A jar that has been tightly cov- 
ered for some time will be found on being opened 
to have a close odor which will taint the fruit and 
particularly so if by any mistake the rubbing ring 
has been shut up insideit. Therefore, when ready 
to use scald each jar very thoroughly, then partly 
fill with fresh boiling water, and stand in a pan of 
hot water on the back of the range until ready to 
use, first using the precaution to put a folded towel 
on the bottom of the pan to prevent the jar from 
cracking or breaking. When the fruit is done pour 
the water from jar ata time, then through a wide- 
mouthed funnel fill with the boiling fruit to over- 
flowing, in order to exclude every particle of air; 
cover quickly and screw down the'tops. Stand bot- 
tom upwards in a warm place, where the wind will 
not blow on them, When entirely cold, tighten the 
screws, Which the shrinkage of cooling will have 
left a little loose. The nextday label plainly and 
put away in a dry, cool and dark place. JeRies 
should never be kept in a cellar, but if the ceHar is 
very dry canned fruit may be kept there safely. 

Next ofthe fruit. In selecting fruit for putting 
up great care should be used to have it. perfectly 
sound and fresh, and not too ripe, particularly for 
jellies, as any amount of boiling will not make the 
juice of over-ripe small fruits to jelly. In canning 
fruits they should only be cooked until thoroughly 
scalded through, for over-cooking destroys the nat- 
ural flavor, and, in the case of the small fruits, long 
cooking with with sugsr not only renders the seeds 
very hard and indigestible, but destroys the delicate 
flavor of the fruits. Nearly all the small fruits are 
much better to be sufficiently cooked first, and then 
to bave the sugar putin hot just before they are 
taken oft the stove. The added flavor imparted by 
this mode of treatment is surprising. To heat the 
sugar, put it into the oven in pans, but do not allow 
itto brown. Granulated sugar is the only sugar 
which should be used for putting up fruit in any 
form, especially for jellies. Careful skimming, too, 
is of great importance. Do not stir the fruit after it 
commences to boil, but, spoon in hand, watch care- 
fully the rising scum until it is ready to break; then 
scum quickly and thoroughly, and continue toskim 
until done. If this rising scum is allowed to boil 
under as it breaks it will not all rise to the top 
again, and so will not only cause the fruit to be 
cloudy, but will prevent its keeping well

The opinion that of such a necessary article as 
soap for the toilet one cant use too much, isan opin- 
ion which late researches in science disprove. The 
attraction of the a!kaliin it for the oil of the skin 
as well as for its unclean accuimulations, constitutes 
its cleansing property. Out of the 7,000,000 pores 
through which nearly two pounds of poisonous ex- 
halation daily pass from the adult, come enough 
mat¢rials in a short time, to produce fatal and filthy 
diseases. An eminent physician has declared that 
“if the skin be moderately active, three or four days 
suffice to form a layer which may be compared to a 
thin coating of varnish orsizing.”’ As this accumu- 
lation increases and decomposition follows it is not 
necessary to describe the result. What agency but 
soap Can remove it? 

Many good authorities declare that water alone is 
sufficient, except at rare intervals. There are oil- 
glands as well as excretory ducts. and for no idle 
purpose has nature produced these tiny human oii- 
wells. Inunction, orthe external use of oil hasa 
recognized place among the prescriptions of some 
famous modern physigians, who in this way, seek to 
restore that necessary property of which the body 
has been deprived by the excessive use Of soap or by 
disease. They claim that it enables the patient to 
resist cold, that its nutritive qualities convey heat to 
those organs which require it, that it gives a sense of 
exhilarating freshness, and that it is not only sooth- 
ing in cases of nervous and drpression, but it is ca- 
pable of strengthening weak lungs. For this pur- 
pose almond-oil, cocoanut. olive oil or vasline are 
daily applied by the aid of vigorous rubbing. To all 
such treatment and in most cases where inunction 
is not required, the daily application of soap is in- 
jurious, 

“What uncleanly habits!’” some one exclaims. 
Not so. Plenty of soft water, a coarse wash-rag, 
hand frictionand a turkish towel, with soap applied 
at rare intervals. and the skin shouid retain the 
delicate smoothness of an infant. Those milk baths 
indulged in by the ancient Roman emperors and 
empresses owned their emolliment properties to the 
oil contained in the milk. Every old nurse knows, 
too, that weakly children are sometimes injured by 
too frequent ablutions. Dry rubbing is often the 
safest opiate for a nervous little one, answering 
many of the purposes of soap. 

An eminent physician and scientist lately told 
me that he seldom used soap in his daily bath. “It 
makes the skin dry, hard and harsh, and renders 
me much more liable to take cold through any 
changes of the weather,’ said he. “At the same 
time, no rule can be given for the soap. Some per- 
sons secrete oil much more readily than others, and 
to such soap is more of a necessity,’”’ and he spoke 
much upon the desirability of using a pure soap or 
none at all.

SEASIDE RESORTS. 


Summer Homes on Long Island Sound—Fort 
Griswold Hotel and Surroundings. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

There seems to be a growing disposition on 
the part of the American people to locate them- 
selves neat the salt water in the summer months. 

Some thirty odd years ago there were only two or 
three places generally known in. this country as 
summer resorts, and the most famous of these (Sara- 
toga) is not on the coast. Now their names are le- 
gion, and the most insignificant of them command 


arespectable patronage. 

The patrons of these places are drawn from far 
and near. The great cities near the coast furnish a 
large contingent, but itis from the interior cities 
and towns that is observed a steadily growing dis- 
position to seek the healthy, vigorous breezes of the 
Atlantie and vary the monotony of. wind-swept 
wrairies and dirty streets with a whiff and a long 
ok at the deep blue sea. 

To eecoemmnonete this rapidly recruiting army of 
salt water seekers shrewd capitalists have sought 
out eligible and accessible places to build summer 
hotels and provide comfortable surroundings on the 
coast. The shores of the Atlantic and Long Island 
Sound are dotted with the results of their labor all 
the way from Old Point Comfort to Bar Harbor. 
During the summer months these places are filled 
with the well-to-do denizens of every state ming- 
ling together in cosmopolitan fashion at these sea- 
side hostelries. 

Connecticut and New Jersey seem to have been 
hetter provided by nature with eligible and accessi- 
ble places of this character than any other part of 
the coast. A brief tour along the shore of Long 
Island Soundin the nutmeg state will disclose to 
the traveler's eye a Score or more of summer resorts, 
allof which have special and general merits to 
commend them to the favor of the public; but the 
writer, after cursorily glancing at several of these, 
rested his eye most longingly on Eastern Point, or 
rather Fort Griswold hotel, located at the confluence 
of the sound and the Thames river, near New Lon- 
don. Here it seems isa spot specially designed by 
nature to provide mortal beings with quiet, healthy 
and restful recreation. Situated as it is within 
sight of every passing steamer on the sound, and 
where the light from a score of light-houses sparkle 
upon it at yn within sight ot the famous college 
rowing @atches; surrounded not only by salt water, 
but with pleasant groves and hills and pastoral 
scenes which stretch away at the rear; near the 
Groton monument which commemorates one of the 
most bloody incidents of the revolutionary war—the 
location of this hotel is enough to inspire any visitor 
with the fact that he is in the midst of historical and 
azreeable surroundings, It is near the pleasant 
spot that many stirring eveuts relative to the early 
settlement of the colonies and their struggle for in- 
dependence occurred, 

The Fort Griswold hotel derived its name from 
the old time-honored decaying structures behind 
Groton. Several years ago Mr. A. P. Sturtevant and 
other gentlemen selected Eastern Point as a place 
fulfilling all the conditions of an ideal summer 
abode, and built for themselves tasty and comfort- 
able cottages. Many pleasant summers spent here 
have contirmed their taste and judgement, and 
some three years ago the idea occurred to Mr. 
Sturtevant to extend the advantages of this nature- 
favored place to others than the few who had been 
able to purchase land and build cottages. 

The result is the new Fort Griswold hotel and the 
pleasant roomy cottages connected therewith, 
which were first opened last season. The hotel

The main stricture fronting upon the harbor is of 
uniform height and style, the frontage being 206 
feet. A broad piazza built around the entire main 
structure being 580 feet in length. 

The main entrance forms a broad hallway, the 
rear being mph pe er by the office. 

This floor is chiefly devoted to reading, smoking 
and reception rooms, and parlors, These roomy 
apartments are supplied with open grates and fur- 
nished in sumptuous style.

A swift steam yacht meets all incoming trains and 
boats and lands guests atthe hotel wharf, within ten 
minutes’ ride of the station or landing. The hotel 
may also be pleasantly reached by a two mile drive 
from Groton, which is connected with the station at 
New London by a steam ferry.
